tailor fashion on a ^Idon throne as the young heroine approaches from the left# On 

the right an attendant holds a fly whisk. The tall blossoming flower suggests a garden 
outside the pavilion. 


Written lines from the song in Hindi decorate the top of the page and a 


floral scroll borders the bottom# The black sky sets off an abundance of bright clear 
colors - reds, blues, fusohia red, mauve gray, yellows and bLue-gareen,
